A Tract for Our Time 



"TT“ N this issue of ramparts we have taken the un- 
usual step of devoting the entire issue to a single work 
-Tom Hayden’s forthcoming book on the Chicago 
Trial and the tasks of the new American Revolution. 
As we go to press in mid-May, America is in a state of crisis. 
U.S. troops have invaded Cambodia, exposing Washington's 
determination to stay in Vietnam and increasing the likeli- 
hood of war with China and the use of nuclear weapons. 
National Guardsmen still occupy rebellious communities 
throughout the country'; the four white students thev mur- 
dered at Kent State University have become martvrs. but 
the six blacks thev shot in the back in Augusta are already 
forgotten- indeed, they were hardly noticed by a society so 
racist it does not understand that race war, initiated by the 
guardians of its law, has already begun. 

Yet out of this fragmented kaleidoscope of rebellion and 
repression, the political opposition of America’s young 
people has in one stroke achieved results at the national 
level significantly affecting the Administration’s ability to 
extend the war in Asia. For the first time young people 
have glimpsed the potential strength of their united out- 
rage. Naturally a move has already been made to diffuse 
their energies by inviting them to fall in line behind estab- 
lished liberal leaders, many of whom architected the war 
they now profess to deplore. However, the students, realiz- 
ing the magnitude of their power, have taken their own 
course of action, shutting down their universities, colleges 
and even high schools behind their own demands. These de- 
mands, ratified by one student body after another, have 
been largely ignored by the mass media. They are: 

© That the U.S. government end its systematic repression 
of political dissidents and release all political prisoners, such 
as Bobby Seale and others in the Black Panther Party. 

© That the U.S. government cease its expansion of the 
Vietnam war into Laos and Cambodia and that it uni- 
laterally and immediately withdraw all forces from South- 
east Asia. 

© Th3t universities end their complicity with the U.S. War 
Machine by an immediate end to defense and counter- 
insurgency research, ROTC, and all other such programs. 

In making these demands on a racist, war-bent society, 
the students have proved themselves to be far ahead of the 
liberal politicians now seeking to channel youthful rebellion 
into the cul-de-sac of Establishment politics. It is essential 
that the students recognize in themselves the force that can 
lead the struggle for the future. 

E ARE now facing a whole range of crises, 
any one of which could permanently and pro- 
foundly alter the course of American history 
and threaten our individual lives and liberties. 
Together they constitute a social crisis so pervasive and pro- 
found as to lift the prospect of revolution from the realm 
of utopian speculation and raise it as a real political alterna- 
tive. We believe such a revolution to be necessary. For this 
reason, we have opened the pages of the magazine to the 
thoughts of one of the country’s most serious revolution- 



aries and to a book which we feel is one of the most impor- 
tant literary and political events of our time. 

A founder of Students for a Democratic Society, an early 
civil rights activist in Mississippi, a community organizer in 
Newark’s black ghetto during the bloody insurrection' in the 
summer of 1966, a victim of the police riot in Chicago in 
1968 and interred in Judge Julius Hoffman’s neon oven a. 
year later, Tom Hayden has been an important member of a 
generation which has moved from the stony silence of the 
’50s to the militant protest of the ’60s and the resistance of 
the present. In The Trial , Hayden describes the forces that 
caused this transition. He also gives insights into the process 
that culminated in confrontation with Mayor Daley's police 
state. Hayden's is the first complete account by a defendant 
of what took place inside Hoffman’s courtroom: how the 
“conspirators” differed but were able to come together to 
plot a common defense; how they “educated” their attor- 
neys; how they reacted to the horrific spectacle of Bobby 
Seale being bound and gagged. 

But this book is more than an anecdotal account of one 
of America’s most historic courtroom dramas. For Hayden 
feels that the trial was the turning point for an entire gen- 
eration, and his work thus becomes a common-sense indict- 
ment of a system which reveals itself to be not only bank- 
rupt but lethal. It is a primer for revolution addressed to 
those who see themselves as revolutionaries, those who have 
worked unflaggingly— and unsuccessfully-for reform 
through “legitimate” channels, and those only now moving 
from the sidelines of history to active, outraged opposition. 

E feel that the coming months can only in- 
crease the relevance of this document. The 
Nixon era, so clearly the fulfillment of every- 
thing latent in the American nightmare, will 
inevitably shatter the illusions of the ecolog y activists, civi l 
libertarians and liberals who thi n k lha t the evils of the 
system can be cured after one or two or a dozen McCarthy 
campaigns. Over the coming months thev too will discover 
what Hayden and those who made the New Left discovered 
during a decade: that America’s “democratic institutions” 
are both undemocratic and corrupt beyond redemption ; 
that elections in the p resent framework arc only a way of 
manipulating despair; and that we. like our land, exist for 
the benefit of those who have the money to buy us. 

We have come a long way in our understanding of Ameri- 
ca. and the message at the end of the road allows for no 
more self-deception. ' “Instead of hoping fora revival of the 
liberal politics that failed in the Sixties or for a political sav- 
our.” Tom Hayden writes in the following pages, “we see in 
our protest move m ent the seeds from which to create our 
own future institutions of government .” This is what the ag- 
onizing, bloody and disillusioning decade just past has 
taught. It is a lesson that will only be reinforced by the 
Nixon era’s attempt to return us to the fear and trembling 
of the '50s. The system cannot be revitalized: it must be 
overthrown. As humanely as possible, but liv any means 
necessary.

Rhodes says he expects 
to remain minority leader

TUCSON — Ren. John Rhodes, R- 
Ariz., said Sunday night he doesn't 
believe young liberals in Congress will 
succeed in ousting him as House minor- 
ity leader. 

‘Td be surprised if there is a serious 
move to unseat me,” Rhodes said 
during a question and answer session 
at the Sunday Evening Forum at the 
University of Arizona. “I've only been 
in the position a year so I won’t be 
blamed for Watergate or the iosses in 
last week’s election.” 

Rhodes was elected leader without 
opposition to fill the job left vacant 
when former President Richard Nixon 
picked Gerald Ford as his vice 
president. 

Rep. Peter Peyser. R-N.Y.. last week 
called on Rhodes to resign. Peyser, a 
third-term congressman from the sub- 
urbs of New York City, said ’ Rhodes 
failed to support urban legislative 
needs, particularly mass transit, educa- 
tion and housing. 

Earlier Rhodes, in a speech, called 
on public schools and colleges to teach 
-the free enterprise system and the 
republic form of government! r 

The congressman, elected to his 12th ' 
term Tuesday, said the word profit has 
become a “four-letter word” and that 



many don’t understand the U.S. 
Constitution. 

He said wide publicity is given to the 
oil companies, for example, which in- 
creased their profits last year by about 
100 per cent. 

“For years the oil companies didn't 
make enough money. When you earn 
only 2 per cent profit and it goes up 
100 per cent, that still only means *4 
per cent, which isn’t enough equity for 
investment into oil refineries after the 
stockholders are paid. We had a gaso- 
1 i n e shortage last year partially 
because there wasn't enough refinery 
capacity to refine the oil we did have.” 

Rhodes said his office received many 
letters saying Ford exceeded his consti- 
tutional powers by pardoning Nixon. 

“But the founding fathers explicitly 
gave the U.S. president power to 
pardon,” adding that Ford exercised 
this right “because the country would 
have become mesmerized during the 
trial of a former president.” He said 
finding an impartial jury would have 
been nearly impossible. 

“You would need to choose people 
who’ve been asleep like Rip Van 
Winkle.” 

Rhodes said he thinks the nomination 
of Nelson Rockefeller as vice president 
will be settled before Congress 
adjourns. 



The correct legal meaning of the word "pardon" as used in 
the Constitution is up to the Courts to determine, not by polit- 
ically motivated and unsupported claims of Minority leader John 
Judas Rhodes and his prayer-meet in' cronies, inclusive of Presi- 
dent Jerald lord acting hastily and without seeking proper leg- 
al advice. 

Words and phrases have ways of changing in accepted meaning 
over extended periods of time, and specific words or phrases 
written into old laws 'or in the Constitution may not have the 
same meaning legally that current usage gives to them. On num- 
erous past occasions the U S Supreme Court has exhaustively and 
meticulously traced the original meanings attached to specific 
words and phrases as used by the nation's early lawmakers and 
framers of the Constitution many years before, in their effort 
to determine the exact meaning and intent of those who wrote the 
law in question. 

There is today serious question if the term "pardon" was ever 
previously used or intended in the sense of forgiveness of al- 
leged crimes p rior to any determination of guil t by "due process 
of law" through the Courts. Whatever the exact meaning to be 
attached to the word "pardon" as used in the Constitution depends 
entirely upon the intent of the "founding fathers" who created 
t he Constitution originally, ROT upon ex post facto interpre'ta- 
tions by politically motivated members of Congress or their sup- 
porters.
